mony in the case of the State vs
Wm. Morrow for the murder of
Dick Overton. The case was con
eluded Saturday, December 20th
It went to thejury Immediately be-
fore the adjournment for dinner
that day. On the of
the court at 1:80 o'clock thejury
asked for an explanation of the
judge's charge concerning the Iden
tification of the body that was
found in Bellamy's cave as that of
Dick Overton. When this had been
given the jury retired for another
half hour and then returned with
the verdict "guilty of murder in
the first degree."

On Monday, December 22d, Judge
Tyler sentenced Wm. Morrow to
be hung on the 30th day of January
for the murder of Overton, and
Ransom Morrow, P. F. Bellamy
and Wm. Morrow to imprisonment
for life in the penitentiary for the
murder of Brown.

Appeals having bsen taken to
the Supreme Court in both cases,
the prisoners were carried to Nash
ville by steamer Tuesday, Decem
ber 23d, where they will be held to
await the decisiou ot that tribunal
The Montgomery county docket in
the Supreme Court will be taken up
in January. If Bill Morrow's case
Is reached before the 30th and the
judgment of the court below affirm
ed, he may be executed on that day.
It is more likely that the Supreme
Court will extend the time, how
ever, and that the execution will
not take place before March at the
earliest. If this case, and the one
n which Random Morrow and Dr.

Bellamy are concerned, are all re-

manded for new trials, they will
come up again at the April term of
the Montgomery county Criminal
Court. If the Supreme Court takes
action on them in time, it will be
possible for them to be heard again
at the January terra of the Crimi-
nal Court, provided it is extended
Into February.

There is still another indictment
pending against Bill Morrow for
house-burnin- g on which he will
have to stand a trial if he ever suc- -
ceeeds in getting rid of the two
cases in which he has been con
nected and sentenced.

KlUiug In Christian County.

The community of Longview, in
Christian county, Ky., have been
greatly excited of late over a diabol
ical assassination which occurred in
that vicinity recently, and the arrest

the constable of. the district, a
young man of hitherto good stand
ing, as the assassin.

The tragedy took place at the res
idence of Mrs. Steger, near Long- -

view, on the night of the 23d ult.,
about 10 o'clock. A young man
named Jake Torian and another
named Adcock were sitting togeth-
er in a room, the former near an
open window writing, when some
unknown party from the outside
shot Torian through the heart with
a 38 calibre pistol ball, killing him
almost instantly. The assassin, it
st ems, fired several more shots, one
of w Inch took effect in the shoulder
of Adcock, inflicting a severe wound.
Torian lived at Mrs. Steger's and
Adcock was visiting him.

The murder was at first a pro
found mystery. Both of the young
men shot were ot high standing and
without enemies so far as any one
knew. A sensational sequel was
produced on the following Friday
by the arrest or Mr. L. C. Radrord,
the constable or the district, charged
with the commission of the dastard-
ly deed. Mr, Radford had hitherto
borne a good character, he was a
young man of generally correct
habits and his arrest was on that
account the more surprising. The
chief cause ol his arrest was a state-

ment made by Adcock to Mr. Byron
Torian, the leader of the party who
took Radford into custody. Mr.
Torian's account of this statement
as related In the Hopkinsville South.
Kentuckian, is as follows :

"Adcock, the wounded man, told
me that he saw Radford shoot. He
was lying helpless in bed and Rad-
ford frequently came in to see him,
and he was afraid to tell what he
knew until I promised him that 1
would see that he was protected.
He then told me the following sto-
ry: 'Jake and I were in his room
shortly after dark. Jake was sitting
at a table writing and was between
me and the window. Suddenly a
pistol shot was heard and Jake
jumped up and cried "Oh Lordy,"
took a step lowaras me corner oi
the room and fell dead. I jumped
up just as the second shot was fired
and glancing at the window, saw
Radford's face pressed against the
glass. Jake in (ailing knocked out
the light and from the darkened
room I could see him plainly in the
moonlight. I ran to the door and
the third shot struck me in the
shoulder and the last two struck the
wall by the door, J went to Mrs.
Steger's room and told her of the
affair and found I was badly wound-
ed.' "

Radford's actions after the affair
were such that caused him to be
suspected. The supposed motive
lies in the fact that he was very
much in love with a young lady of
whom Jake Torian was the success-

ful suitor. Adcock was Jake's
friend in the love affair, and had
aided in baffling Radford.
